Shanghai, China, Sept. 2.—Forces 
under General 
Lu 
Yung Hsiang, 
m ilitary Governor of Cheglang,'have 
cut the Shanghai-Nankin railway 15 
miles from this city. 
Railway com­ 
munication with Peking, therefore, 
is broken. 
Outposts of the troops 
under Gen. Chi Shiah Yuang, mil­ 
itary Governor of Kiangsu Province, 
are pushing

Shanghai, ^'but 
there has been no fighting as yet. 


Fargo, N. D., Sept. 2.—An average 
test weight of 60.6 pounds per bush­ 
el and an average gluten content of 
11.8 percent was obtained in tests 
of 76 wheat saA^ es from 14 North 
Dakota counties V y C. E. Mangels, 
cereal chemist of the North Dakota 
Experim ent station. 
Two-thirds of the samples tested 
are from the eastern part of the 
state, where the test weight aver­ 
ages higher than in the 
western 
counties, according to Mr. Mangels. 
About 300 samples will be tested for 
gluten content and test weight dur­ 
ing the next few weeks from near­ 
ly every county in the state, and the 
county and state averages will then 
be' announced. 
On the basis of samples received 


thus far, the average test weight is 
4.7 pounds per bushel heavier than 
in 1923, when the average was 65.9 
pounds. 
The average gluten content 
is somewhat below the 1923 figure, 
13.30 percent, and very slightly be­ 
low the 1922 average of 12.01. 
“These prelim inary 
figures 
are 
not conclusive,” Mr. Mangels states, 
“as the samples to be tested later 
may show different results. 
How­ 
ever, the indications are th at the 
percentage of gluten will be below 
the 1923 figure, and therefore th at 
high gluten wheat should bring a 
premium over average wheat 
this 
year. 
The. average test weight fig­ 
ure may be changed by the samples 
remaining to be tested, but in eny 
event it will greatly exceed the x923 
figure.”

So-called racial antagonism is a highbrow name for jeal­ 
ousy. The supremacy of the white race is menaced because 
the white race has cornered more than its numerical share 
of humanity’s natural resources, intelligence and desirable 
climate. 


Higher scientists of the white race are worried about the 
world’s constantly increasing population. The more popu­ 
lation, the more people to envy white possessions. 
Asiatic yellow and brown races and the black race in 
Africa are multiplying much faster than whites. The white 
man, incidentally, is increasing the numerical strength of 
his rivals by sending millions of dollars and medical brains 
to curb disease which for centuries has destroyed a large 
part of the colored races’ over-population. 
Whether the white race, in this humanitarian way, is 
sowing the seeds of its own destruction, time will show. 
Even more important than the life-saving is that we—^in 
our desire for foreign markets—are raising rival races to a 
standard of living beyond what can be supplied by their own 
acreage and natural resources. 
However, nature’s law of the survival of the fittest is not 
going to be repealed.

TOISTOI WAS 
BDRGEOIS 


Moscow, Sept. 2.—Leo Tolstoi had 
bourgeois ideas and his works must 
be barred, asserted a panel of pro­ 
letarian judges and writers recently, 
after a formal trial in which the 
dead Tolstoi was heard through his 
works and found guilty. 
Krupskuia, Lenin's widow, appeuc- 
cd before the judges in the role of 
state’s attorney, while the 
soviet 
eomniissar for education, Lunachar­ 
sky, defended Tolstoi. The following 
verdict was then rendered: 
“The former officer of the Czar’s 
army, nobleman and estate owner, L. 
N. Tolstoi, who died 13 years ago, is 
guilty of having distributed works 
with petty-bourgeois opinions while 
at the same time deliberately conceal­ 
ing everything referring to any dic­ 
tatorship of the proletariat. In view 


of the fact, however, that Tolstoi liv­ 
ed in a period of l>ourgeois culture, 
and tiiat the great ideas of our unfor­ 
gettable Ilyitch (Lenin) were un­ 
known to him, the court concedes, 
ameliorating circumstances to him 
and decides upon: 1. The removal 
of his most dangerous works (Anna 
Karenina and Resurrection) from the 
libraries. 2. The beating into pulp 
of these books. 3. Using the pulp 
for publishing the works of Lenin, 
Zinoview, Bucharin, and other lead­ 
ers of the world revolution.”

agriculture in this state—whether we 
work in the field or feed lots, in the 
villages or mines, nevertheless in the 
last analysis, we are but farm ers— 
and 1 say that during the past sev­ 
eral years the farm er’s dollar has had 
a purchasing power of only approxi­ 
m ately CO cents when he goes to buy 
the commodities which he needs to 
carry on his business. 
"Some say th at the farm er is him­ 
self to blame because he 
produces 
too much. 
But one need be no phi­ 
losopher to learn th at this doctrine 
is falicious. There is no overproduc­ 
tion of coinmodities, and there never 
has been in the world s history. 
“ We have a nation and a people 
who produce in abundance, and if 
we will but apply ourselves to see to 
it, that the 
rewards for 
service, 
w hether performed upon the country­ 
sides, in factory o r counting house, 
are equally distributed, both pros­ 
perity and 
happiness will 
fall to 
every nook and corner in this great 
land. 
" It is of the highest importance 
th a t in working for this result, we 
apply the rule of reason to ou r own 
local government affairs. Some stress 
th e doctrine th at business should be 
taken over by the government, the 
people become its servants and em­ 
ployes. It is my firm belief th a t gov­ 
ernm ent 
is 
the 
best 
government, 
which govern the least, and th at ex­ 
tensive mixing of government and 
business is a dangerous experiment 
and one which will work irreparable 
in ju ry to our people. 


Against Monopoly 
“To my mind there i$ only one situ­ 
ation which justifies government in 
engaging in private business in com­ 
petition with its own citizens, and 
this situation occurs whenever and 
w herever 
persons or organizations 
obtain such control over the commo­ 
dity or industry, that they have in 
effect a monopoly, and because of 
such monopoly, are able to name, in­ 
dependent of costs, their own price. 
Not only the last democratic platform , 
but in the very creed of democracy, 
this principle ha.s been upheld and 
monopoly declared to be indefensible 
and intolerable. 
“The State of North Dakota, under 
the law providing for a state indus­ 
tria l commission, 
has the 
power, 
w here such conditions exist, to take 
actions for relief, it was upon the 
claim of such monopoly in the mill­ 
ing and grain trade, th at the state 
mill and elevator was erected. 
And 
it is only in. such cases that govern­ 
m ent should engage in business. And 
then it should be done with caution 
and fairness, and with a view of pro­ 
tecting the public from unjust meth­ 
ods. 
I mention these things to you 
beeause as a part of th at great body, 
th e American 
laboring 
man,
